Odd Instrument Is Used 
as Roof Pitch Finder 
A folding instrument which meas­ 
ures the angle from the horizontal 
and the inches of pitch to the horizon­ 
tal foot is now in use. 
The device, 
when open, consists of radial arms 
and an arc, the whole frame resem­ 
bling a cut of pie. 
Pivoted at the 
center, or “point of the pie,” is a 
pointer arm bearing a spirit level. 
When the user of the instrument de­ 
sires to ascertain the pitch of a roof 
br any sloping surface he rests one 
f»dge of the “pie’’ on the surface. 
moves the pointer up until he centers 
the spirit level bubbles, and under 
the pointer on the circular edge will 
be the figures giving the pitch In de­ 
crees and the number of Inches meas­ 
ured along the surface that would be 
set off by perpendiculars rising from 
either extremity of a line a foot long 
set beneath the surface. 
When not 
in use, the Instrument is folded up 
Into compact form in such a way that 
the spirit level is surrounded by the 
(afferent metal parts and thus com­ 
pletely protected.

First Lighthouse Built 
in Egypt by Ptolemy ll 
As late as 1700 the South Foreland 
lighthouse was merely a large beacon 
tire of coal. 
The famous Eddystone 
Lighthouse in 1750 was lit by ten 
pounds of tallow candles, a clock be­ 
ing provided to ring a bell every bult 
hour to remind the keeper to snuff 
them. 
In 1763 oil lamps with reflectors 
were used for the lighting of tile 
Mersey channel and after the in veil 
lion of the Argand burner twenty 
years later oil became the standard 
illuminant. 
Mineral 
oil 
was 
intro- 
t reduced in 1872 and the concentric 
wicks of the Argand burner in due 
course gave way to the incandescent 
mantel, which now furnishes the lights 
for all the most Important lighthouses 
of the world. 
To Egypt belongs the credit of the 
erection of the first lighthouse on 
record, namely, the tower built on the 
island of Pharos at the mouth of 
Alexandria harbor, by that most en­ 
lightened ruler Ptolemy ll, about 000 
yeurs before the Christian era. 
This 
tower was IOO feet high and stood as 
i monument to an ancient civilization 
until the Fourteenth century, when it 
was washed away by the sea. 
Its 
lights consisted of an open fire of 
burning wood and the same practice 
was followed in all subsequent light­ 
houses 
until the beginning of 
the 
Seventeenth century.—Detroit News.

This was one of the volumes that 
moved from Islington to Enfield,

• iig them “indigested dirty lumber.” 
That Lamb’s books formed a “ragged 
lugiment” as disreputable in appear­ 
ance as F alstaffs own, there is abun 
dant testimony. 
His shelves were a hospital for su­ 
perannuated tomes in the last stages 
of shabbiness and decrepitude, and 
the wrecks and rem nants too far gone 
to be handled without falling apart 
ere sent, not to a bookbinder for re­ 
pairs, but to a “wizened old cobbler 
,ard by.”

The safe in the office of the Circle­ 
ville Lumber company, located on Edi­ 
son avenue, was blown open by burg­ 
lars sometime during Thursday night 
and the strong box was rifled of $210 
in cash. 
The burglary was 
not 
discovered 
until this morning when Louis Holien- 
stein, an employe 
of the 
company, 
arrived at the office. 
The interior of the office presented 
a disheveled appearance when opened. 
Doors of the vault were standing wide 
open, particles of soap used 
by the 
burglars were blown all over the ceil­ 
ing and walls of the office. The ex­ 
plosion of the nitro-glycerine used In 
forcing the heavy iron 
doors 
must 
have been terrific. 
Some of the soap 
used as a funnel still adhered to the 
doors of the vault. 
Entrance was gained thru a back 
door of the office. A coil of wire with 
1 a portion of the fuse still attached, 
used to fire off tho 
explosive 
was 
found lying in the area way near the 
safe. The sound of the explosion was 
not heard in the neighborhood. 
The 
family of J. M. Woods who lives across 
the street from the lumber company’s 
office, did not retire until ten o’clock 
and did not hear the explosion. Mr. 
Woods w’ho has been ill for some time 
was up about 12 o’clock, but did not 
see any one out on the street. The 
night was ideal for the work of the 
yeggmen as it was dark and raining 
hard. 
Officer Charles 
Wright made 
his 
last report on the beat in that neigh­ 
borhood at 12 o'clock at the office of 
tho Sears-Niehols Canning company. 
After ransacking the vault, the burg­ 
lars carried the cash 
box out in 
a 
roadway under the roof and emptied it 
of its contents. 
Besides 
the 
cash, 
there was nearly a thousand dollars in 
checks. These were scattered over 
the ground. They were not taken, as 
they were not endorsed. 
It has been 
the custom of 
the manager 
of the 
company, Mr. T. O. Gilliland, to bank 
his cash and checks once a week, and 
this is the reason so much cash and 
checks were left in the vault. 
The work was evidently done 
by 
professionals. A railroad coupling pin 
vras used by the burglars to knock off 
the combination of the 
door. 
The 
nitro-glycerine 
was poured into an 
aperture of the combination and the 
lock was blown to pieces, when the 
high explosive let go. The door of the 
vault flew open and the second double 
doors were given a like treatment and 
soon yielded. An old overcoat left in 
the office was used to muffle the sound 
of t h e explosive. This coat was found 
on the door of the office. 
The only clue to the work are finger 
prints left by the night marauders on 
the Inner doors of the vault. 
These 
were photographed this afternoon and 
will he sent to the Columbus bertilllon 
officers to see if they can be identified.

Til en the hours were j 
further subdivided into minutes and 
seconds. 
But the Egyptians had the 
much more practical arrangement of 
dividing the whole period from sun­ 
rise to sunrise Into 24 equal hours. 
Eventually a system embodying the 
two methods became general. 
The 
Greek 12-hour periods, with their min­ 
utes and seconds were kept, but every 
hour was made equal in length. Thus 
when the modern clock came to be 
made its face was divided into 12 
hours.—Detroit News.

Pure water does not conduct elec­ 
tricity to any appreciable extent. 
A 
column of chemically pure water one 
i twenty-fifth of an inch long has as j 
much resistance to the passage of an 
electric current as a copper wire of j 
the same diameter as long as from I 
the earth to the moon. 
What makes j 
ordinary water a moderately good con- j 
ductor is not the water itself, but the 
material dissolved In it. 
When, for ! 
example, a molecule of salt is put into 
water, it breaks up Into what are 
known as ions, one positively, the 
other negatively charged. 
If then an 
electric current is given a chance to 
pass through the water, it rides on the 
Ions which carry the electrical charges 
through It. 
If there are no ions, that 
Is, if there are no salts In solution, the 
current cannot get across. 
But all 
water outside of chemical laboratories 
contains enough dissolved substances 
to make a fairly good conductor, al­ 
though chemically pure water is not.

Effective Safeguard i« 


Drivers to Stop. 
When ill, people will spend weeks 
or months in bed and money for doc­ 
tors, nurses and medicine, with the 
hope of saving life. 
But judging from the number of 
grade crossing 
accidents, many 
of 
them place 
their 
life in 
imminent 
peril by dashing across the track in 
front of a fast moving train and even 
Into ihe train rather than spend ten 
seconds wailing for train to pass. 
The pvschology of this is not easily 
discernible. 
It 
is evident, however, 
that not grade crossings, but care­ 
lessness in effecting a crossing is the 
seat of trouble. 
Many devices have been install*: I 
for protection of the public at grade 
crossings hut the most effective safe­ 
guard is for drivers of autos to stop, 
look and listen. 
North Carolina 
enacted 
a law re­ 
quiring autos to stop before crossing 
and in six months with this law in 
effect, in annite of increase in regis­ 
tered autos, grade crossing casualties 
on the principal railway 
system 
of 
that state were reduced 50 per cent 
fatalities being four instead of eight, 
injuries ll instead of 22. 
When it is considered that, such a 
law is intended 
to 
safeguard 
the 
drivers of autos against 
injury 
or 
death at crossings, 
it would 
seem 
that they above all others should favor 
its enactment. 
If the “stop law" effects such a re­ 
duction in North Carolina, how much 
greater would be the saving of life 
from passage of a similar law in all 
states.
